Not all the stores in the Esquimalt 
naval yard, to be sent away, are to be 
forwarded to Hongkong. Probably half, 
If not more, will be shipped to London, 
Eng. The British ship Penthesilea, which 
has been in Esquimalt for the last few 
weeks awaiting a charter, has been en¬ 
gaged by the Imperial authorities, and 
towards the end of February will leave 
witu a fail cargo ofVnaval supplies. She 
was chartered last week for the purpose, 
the rate being not announced, and will 
immediately commence filling her holds 
at the naval yard. 

The freight which the ship is to carry 
will consist of a miscellaneous lot of 
goods, including considerable explosives 
and some ordnance of a kind not required 
for use at Hongkong. Three scow loads 
of heavy guns and other material have 
already gone forward to that port from 
Esquimalt, having been loaded on the 
steamship Keenran -when that vessel of 
the Blue Funnel was last in port, and <t 
is anticipated that there will be consider- | 
able left after the Penthesilea sails. 

Apropos of the reduction of the station 
the Naval and Military Record of De¬ 
cember 29th Hays: “A good deal of un¬ 
certainty exists as to the future of the 
three colonial dockyards—Halifax, Es¬ 
quimau aud Jamaica. All that is sure 
is that that have been practically dis¬ 
established. There is some talk of Can¬ 
ada taking over the -first two, but it is 
to be hoped that the admiralty will not 
fall In with this view at once. It will'be 
far better, even at a slightly increased 
outlay, to maintain the machinery and 
shops and dock* in fair condition until 
there has been time to take a complete 
survey of the naval situation of the units 
of the Empire. This cannot be done un¬ 
til the colonial conference which Mr. 
Balfour is to call has assembled and 
taken the whole problem of the naval 
defence of the Empire into consideration. 
If the admiralty hastily hand over these 
two yards to the Dominion, it may be 
that they will have reason to regret their 
haste. In the anme way uo hurried action 
should be entertained* with reference to 
Jamaica. Strategically this yard occu¬ 
pies a most important position, and with 
the opeuing of the Panama canal its im¬ 
portance may increase. It will He more 
or less on the great trade and war route 
between the East and West. What effect 
the canal will have on the disposition of 
naval power it would be rash to hazard, 
and It is as well not to attempt to arrive 
at any decision in advance. It will be 
the wisest policy for the admiralty mere¬ 
ly to disestablish the yards for the time 
being, and then await developments.” 

The report in circulation, and publish¬ 
ed in this paper last week, in effect that 
the admiralty may dispose of the 
canteen grounds, appears to be incorrect. 
A special dispatch from London says 
that the admiralty has informed the 
press that there is notbing about such 
a decision or intention, but that possibly 
the canteen house, being private prop¬ 
erty, would be sold. The grounds, the 
dispatch further points oat, belong to 
the admiralty. 

The sale of the canteen house, if decid¬ 
ed on, is probably what gave rise to the 
other report This la a building that had 
been erected at the expense of the men 
of the navy stationed here, and as there 
appears at present to be no further call 
for it there is an understanding, ao it to 
stated, to sell tbe premises.

use hi Ruowian rifle*. The 83.070 largo 
shells, the Tuid*hipmnn said, were also 
Chinese, and were of no use to the Rus¬ 
sian military. Midshipman Kiiaorirh 
further say* that the locks of the 35.202 
rifles turned over to the Japanese were 
broken before the fortress capitulated. 

Japanese who Visited Port Arthur 
January 10th say that the Russian 
wounded were in n terrible jjfnte. owing 
to the neglect which could not be avoid¬ 
ed when the Japanese entered Port 
Arthur. Everything possible* they say, 
1* now being done for their relief.

Eastlake was twice wounded, once 
by a spent bullet and the second time by 
a wounded Russian who he was about to 
pick up. Tho Russian stabbed him In the 
Abdomen with a bayonet.

York, his former home. He has beeu in 
Tokio seven years.

INTERBASE OF PNEUMONIA. 

Of nil human ailments, pneumonia has 
increased moat steadily In tho Inst half 
eon fury. While the gain haa been chlif- 
ly In large cities, where overcrowding is 
a direct aid to the infecting germs, there 
has also been a decided advance in coun¬ 
try districts. Nowhere, no far ns au¬ 
thentic records show, hnre medical re¬ 
search or sanitary safeguards accom¬ 
plished much towards preventing the dis¬ 
ease. And not only has prevention been 
lacking, but oven the method* of treat¬ 
ment have seen little improvement. In 
this respect. pneumonia hold* an almost 
Isolated position, for in the prevention 
and treatment of nearly all other dis¬ 
eases, with cancer as the chief excep¬ 
tion. there have been wonderful ad¬ 
vance* during recent year*. A physician 
who has made pnenmonia a special study 
estimated that In the first six months 
of last year (1904) about. 8 per cent, of 
all deaths in the United State* were duo 
to pneumonia. That wns alarming 
enough, but the figure is small when com¬ 
pared with the statistics of any one big 
city. The percentage in New York ha* 
pot been lower than 11.88 in ten years. 
In the first half of last year lb reached 
18.7! Between 1874 and 18M. flie an¬ 
nual nnenmonia death-rate per thousand 
inhabitants iu New York dby increased 
from 2.33 to 2.01. while the advance in 
the average decennial rate per thousand 
was from 2.20 to 2.08. Tn the same 
period the yenrlT tuberculosis death-rate 
decreased from 3.01 fo 2.37 per thousand, 
and the average decennial rate from 4.00 
to 2.78 per thousand.—Pearson’s Maga¬ 
zine.

Paris, Jon. 14.—Information from 
Brussel* reaching the highest quarters 
here, shown it is tho extensive interests 
of King Letrpold in the Canton-Hankow 
railroad which have parsed into the 
hands of J. Pierpont Morgan of New 
York. 

Negotiation* on the subject had been 
going on for some time as it was contem¬ 
plated to combine French, Belgian 
and American interest* ftp jia to event¬ 
ually cover the Franco-Belgian conces¬ 
sion for n line from Pekin to Hankow, 
thus making a continuous line from 
Pekin Jo Oauton, over 2,500 mile* from 
north'to south through the heart of 
populous China. 

Tho extent of fljds project is compared 
by those familiar with the negotiation* 
with the transcontinental line* connect¬ 
ing New York nnd San Francisco. That 
portion of the project relating to Pekin 
and Hankow is still in abeyance, but the 
French view appear* to be favorable to 
combine the Interest* ho as to make a 
continuous route‘from the capital to flie 
great emporium in the south. That por¬ 
tion relating to the Hankow-Canton rail¬ 
way is considered to have beeu closed by 
the transference of the interests, of 
which the personal holdings of King Leo¬ 
pold make up the largest part, to Mr. 
Morgan. Thl* branch of the negotiation* 
wns conducted at Brussels. 

The concession of the H« nkow-Ointou 
railway was originally American and 
then passed under Belgian control. The 
line is about 1.200 miles Kong, and the 
extension -to IVkin will be about 1,000 
miles, a total of 2.800 mile* without 
counting the extensive spur* toward the 
Tiontain. Kio Clin and Shanghai valley*. 

Reports from China show there Is 
much native agitation against foreign 
railway enterprise*. The gtahoritle* 
here fear thl* may interfere with the 
proper development of French. Belgian- 
nnd American interests. The native op¬ 
position is not confined to the ignorant 
classes. If Includes Chine*© capifnMtrt* 
who aTe interested in the earnings of 
the railroads/ Tliese have combined 
with the Portuguese on the line from 
Canton to Macao.

London, Jan. 14.—The Russian gov¬ 
ernment's circular regarding Chines© 
neutrality has not reached the British 
/oroign office, where to-day it was ex¬ 
plained that the delay was doubtless due 
to the alwence of Amhatmador Benckeu- 
dorff, such being usually submitted by 
brm in person. Consequently the for¬ 
eign office declined to give any expres¬ 
sion of opinion concerning the matter. 

1 Tn diplomatic circle* the circular is re¬ 
garded as a move to forestall complaint* 
of Russian transgression of Cftineoe neu¬ 
trality coating from the Japanese, but 
not a* indicating any immediate or seri¬ 
ous action on Russia’* part in the near 
future. The very facf that there has 
been haste in presenting the circular to 
flreat Britain*might indicate that thi* i» 
the correct view. 

Baron Hayaahi, the Japanese minister, 
who ha* not received official notification 
of the circular, visited Foreign Secretary 
Lansdowno to-day, nnd they discussed 
th© circular informally. Minister Hay- 
«shi, prior to hi* visit to Lord L*ns- 
duwne, Raid to the Associated Press; 
“The Japanese have not replied to in¬ 
numerable allegations of breach^* of 
neutrality and of Internationa] law 
charged by Russia since the beginning 
of the war, but the Japanese govern¬ 
ment probably will reply to this formal 
charge." 

Baron Hnynshi thought, however, that 
it wns in line with other charges and 
sdmilar to the “yellow peril,” He said 
ivTeat Britain, (he United State* and 
’Germany all have great interest* in 
China, nnd being well represented there 
know from their own agents whether it 
wns necwwry to interfere, 
n At tlie German embassy, a discussion 
of the Russian circular was productive 
of the opinion that China had had too 
©evero a lesson in the Boxer movement to 
permit of another outbreak against 
Eurojx-nn*. 

At tho Chinese legation it wa* asserted 1 
that China had maintained a neutrality 
ouch ns few European powers coaid have 
kepf in the face of most trying circum¬ 
stances, "If Chinn violated neutrality,” 
It wns asked, "what have Germany and 
Prance done? Why select China for ouch 
a formal chnrge to the powers? It i* 
not a question of preference on the part 
of the Cluinese population, for I assure 
you that a pronf mas* of the Chinese do 
not favor the Japanese any more than 
they do the Russians.”

Food Bill for Twelve Months Amounts to 
Nearly £125,UUO,UOO. 


The Sunday 8iraud has an article by 
Edouard Charles dealing with the feeding 
of thi# great city. We are told that the 
food bill for Loudon for a twelve-mouth 
does not fall short of £I26,000,OtB. Loudon 
consumes large quantities of bread. It 
takes 4,000.000 sacks of Ijpur aud 6,000,000 
sacks of onground wheat.to appease Lon¬ 
don's bread-eating capacity, and of this 
vast quautlty Canada supplies one-sixth 
yearly. This gmouut of bread, Is not, of 
course, all eaten dry, and the quantity of 
butter consumed Is given at 01,000,000 
pounds, besides a very large quantity of 
qrargartne. Home dairies supply us with 
bu a paltry 10 per cent, of^our butter. 
Into the pockets of dairymen of Normandy 
and Brittany, Denmark, the United States, 
the Argentine, Canada, and Australia goes 
close upon £260,000 per-^nuum for butter 
alone. 

Of milk London consumes 68,000,000 gal¬ 
lons per annum, and a quarter of a million 
of cows are responsible for this contribu¬ 
tion to the table. It Is impossible to get 
absolntely correct figures as to the number 
of eggs eaten yearly, but approximately 
they number about 500,000,000. What num¬ 
ber the British hen contributes to the 
quantity It Is Impossible to say. Of oheese 
London gets rid of a large quantity—each 
Londoner’s ahare being 12 pounds, and Just 
half of It Comes from abroad. The London¬ 
er ranks high as a meat-eater—the Metropo¬ 
lis every year receiving about 450,000 tons 
of meat, alive and dead. A fair quantity 
of flsh also disappears, being put down at 
no less than 674,000 tons. 


Many other persons in the 
same neighborhood are bordering on a 
state of religious hysteria.

PART OF JOHN BULL'S NAVAL POWER 
New York Globe. 

At the recent mobilization *of the British 
fleet after the Dogger Bank Incident, 28 
battleships, 12 anuorsd cruisers, 12 pro¬ 
tected cruisers and 63 torpedo boat de¬ 
stroyer# were In European waters ready for 
Immediate service. This was an Increase

Germany being an old country with ] 
many barnacles to support, from an Em¬ 
peror down to his stauding army of close 
upon a million men, is continually trying 
experiments in taxation. One of her ex¬ 
periments took the form of levying spe¬ 
cial taxes on department stores. In¬ 
stead of assessing taxes only on the 
baRts of the value of the property, an 
additional tax was imposed for every ad¬ 
ditional department. A store selling only 
one class of articles would pay less taxes 
than if it sojd several classes. The 
Chemnitz Chamber of Commerce in its 
annual report states that tho department 
store special tax has entirely failed of it* 
purpose. The chief complaints are not 
the department stores, but th© manufac¬ 
turers who find it more difficult to dis¬ 
pose of their product* in large quanti¬ 
ties. To prevent restricting their own 
market, tho manufacturers have been 
compelled to pay the tax in order to 
place their good* In tho department 
stores. The small dealers who secured 
the imposition of the tax find that they 
have not been benefited. The additional 
burden is borne by the German manu¬ 
facturers, just as an increase in license 
fees is paid indirectly by the brewera. In 
their turn the manufacturers have used 
the tax as angirgument for lower wages, 
thereby shifting its burden to their em¬ 
ployees.

Decision Given in Johnson vs. Appleton 
—Attorney-Neutral vs. C. P. R. 

Now Being Argued. . 

In the Full court this morning judg¬ 
ment wag given in the appeal of Johnson 
vs. Appleton. The decision of Judge 
Harrison in the County court was sus¬ 
tained. The chief justice in giving judg¬ 
ment said that in 1903 K. M. Johnson 
was acting ns the authorized agent of 
Mr. Appleton. The price agreed upon 
for the sale of the building was $3,000. 
In 1904 Dr. Elliott 8. Rowe became a 
tenant. In tHb snme year Mr. Appleton 
decided to put the agenc y In other hands 
for the sale of the building without tak¬ 
ing it out of Mr. Johnson’s hands. It 
was agreed that the house was lo bring 
$3,000 net to the owner. The other 
agent, Mr. Brown, disposed of the prop¬ 
erty to Mr. Rowe. In 4be mind of the 
chief justice there was no collusion 
shown between Mr. Rowe and Mr. Apple- 
ton to defeat the chance* of Mr. John¬ 
son gettiug his commission. He there¬ 
fore decided that there was no ground 
for a new trial. 

Mr. Justice Martin and Mr. Justice 
Morrison agreed with the decision. The 
latter said that he hacS found a little dif¬ 
ference between the trial judge's notes 
and the finding. However, in view of 
the fact that such a small amount was 
j Involved he found no ground for a new 
trial.

The men 
rowed^to Chinn Hat and from there were 
brought south on fhe steamer New Eng¬ 
land. The Columbia sank in 150 
fathoms, and the crew had considerable 
difficulty in escaping the suction of the 
wares about the sinking vessel. 

The steamer Columbia, until recently 
known a* the Sag*, was an Iron vowel 
of 282 gross tonnage and 172 net. She 
wa* built in 1876 af Gottenburg, Sweden.

PATENT OFFICE EXPORT. 


Rowland Brittain, patent attorney, , 
sends the following report on jwi tents is¬ 
sued recently to British Oblumbla in¬ 
ventors: 

A Canadian patent* was forwaded last 
week to C. C. McKenzie, of White 
Horae, Yukon Territory, which wns 
granted on hi* invention of a double 
faced phonograph record. Tbe inveo- 
tor** object has been to reduce the num¬ 
ber of phonograph disc* which require 
to be kept by cementing or securing tbe 
records together in pairs so thaf each 
disc has a record impressed on each face, 
both lmok and front. 

W. Lawrence, baker, of Vancouver, 
is the inventor of an improved means for 
facilitating the charging and discharging 
of bread, etc., info nit oven, on which he 
has recently received a Canadian paten*. 

W. Leek, heating engineer, of Pender 
street. Vancouver, is the inventor of an 
improvement in the conatruction of ra¬ 
diator* on which he has recently received 
a patent in tbe United Sitates. This in¬ 
vention is particularly applicable to rn- 
diators wherein steam is used, although 
advantageous In those using hot water, 
nnd is directed tb the improvement of 
the heating efficiency by discharging the 
air from the surface of the radiator as 
soon a* heated. This is done by provid¬ 
ing the adjacent side* of the several 
loops or sections with a aerie* of crow 
corrugations inclined upward from tbe 
back toward the front, which corruga¬ 
tion* when the sections are puf together 
form a series of inclined passage* be¬ 
tween the section* through which the ex¬ 
ternal air will paw from back to front in¬ 
stead of going straight up. Utese corru¬ 
gation* hare also the effect of improving 
the circulation of the vteam within tho 
sections.

An Important meeting of the Fifth 
Itegimesit officers' mess whs held on 
Thursday evening at the drill hall, when 
the advisability uf reorganizing the band 
was discussed. A full report was sub¬ 
mitted by* the apeciAl committee appoint¬ 
ed to investigate the matter. This was 
discussed at some length, but nothing 
was decided upon, it being considered 
that such a question needed very careful 
deliberation. Therefore the report was 
spread on the minutes, which practical¬ 
ly means that it is to be left in abeyance 
until the next regular meeting. 

When asked for particulars of the 
business transacted on this occasion, 
Lieut.-Col. Hall was quite reticent. He 
explained that it had been decided by 
the majority of those present that no of¬ 
ficial statement was to be given out for 
publication. When pressed, however, 
Lieut.-Col. Hall acknowledged that the 
special committee’s report favored the 
reorganization of the band, and outlined 
s scheme calculated to accomplish that 
object. He also admitted thnt the con¬ 
census of opinion among the officers was 
in favor of the formation of another 
band. But no further information cofild 
be secured, the commanding officer Re¬ 
clining to give the details of the proposal 
outlined m the report. 

The intention of Fifth Regiment offi¬ 
cers in this connection is quite apparent 
in view of recent developments. They 
evidently believe that the prosperity of 
the militia depends to a considerable ex¬ 
tent upon a first class band. Therefore 
it is proposed to reorganize one. This, 
it is safe to say. will bo done on a dif¬ 
ferent basis than heretofore. As has 
been previously mentioned in these 
columns, the officers consider that the 
late band was too great a drain upon the 
treasury of the regiment and the pockets 
of tho respective officers. On this ac¬ 
count it is reasonable to expect that 
when the purport of the report submit¬ 
ted on Thursday is divulged it will b© 
found that eorne change in the financial 
arrangements is suggested. In all proba¬ 
bility one of these reeoromondati oils h to 
approach the incoming council for an 
appropri-aticor to n.^eist in the mainten¬ 
ance of the band.
